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Eisenhower Returns From 
NATO Conference and Will 
Seek Congressional Support 


Agreement to Base Missiles in Europe 
Must Be Ratified by Congress; Additional 
Funds Must Be Secured; Expect Difficulty 


WASHINGTON uP> — President Eisenhower returned to Wash­ 
ington at 9:33 a.m. today after a w eek’s trip to Paris w here 15 NATO 
allies drafted a blueprint for coping with the Communists in the mis­ 
siles age. 
Eisenhower’s plane was delayed more than three hours by 80- 
mile headwinds. 
It made refueling stops at Keflavik. Iceland, last night and at 
Harmon Air Force Hase. Newfoundland, this morning. 
Eisenhower’s plane, Columbine III, flew at a m axim um altitude 
of 13.000 feet both ways across the Atlantic. The pressurized cabin 
was kept at the equivalent of sea-level pressure. 
Eisenhower was smiling as he left the plane. 
Eisenhower got a w arm sendoff in Paris, riding through 13 miles 
of waving, cheering throngs to reach his plane at Orly Field. French 
President Rene Coty and other dignitaries saw him off. 
Eisenhower, who suffered a mild stroke less than a month ago, 
appeared to have borne up well under the work-social schedule he 
kept at the four-day North Atlantic Alliance sum m it conference. 
The 15-nat.ion NATO conference agreed on plans to equip-Euro­ 
pean bases with A m erican 1.500-mile range missiles and nuclear 
warheads. This was linked with arrangem ents to keep the way open 
for fresh talks 
with 
Russia on 
disarm am ent, and perhaps other 
issues. 
Summing up. NATO Secretary 
General Paul-Henri Spaak of Bel­ 
gium said: 
“We have established this pol­ 
icy line: 
1. The will to defend 
ourselves; 2. The will to talk.” 
In a statement issued ahead of 
his departure, Eisenhower said he 
was “confident that the American 
people . . will endorse and sup­ 
port the decisions m ade here , . 
In some respects, the President 
appeared to have his work cut 
out for him. 
Eisenhower must go to Congress 
for authority to im plem ent some 
of the 
pledges 
m ade 
at 
Paris. 
And already there is grumbling 
among some 
congressional Dem­ 
ocrats that the Paris meeting was 
inconclusive at best. 
A 3,500-word communique, is­ 
sued yesterday by the 15 govern­ 
ment chiefs of the Atlantic Pact 
nations, made three major points: 
It 
deplored 
Soviet 
behavior, 
pledged to talk softly and carry 
» big stick, and declared NATO 
now had a “n e w significance” 
stretching worldwide in scientific 
and economic fields as well as the 
military. 
It appeared to officials that Ei­ 
senhower’s m ajor difficulty would 
be in trying to get congressional 
approval for more money, greater 
sharing of atomic data, and 'lower 
trade barriers.

NEW YORK (/PI — The Feder­ 
al court trial of Jam es R, Hoffa. i 
president-elect of the Teamsters 
Union, and two others ended t o- 
day in a hung jury. The panel of 
seven men and five women re­ 
ported it was hopelessly d e a d- 
lockt-d, 11 to 1 for conviction. 
On trial with Hoffa were Owen 
B. Brennan, president of Detroit 
T< ainsters Local 337, and Bernard 
Spindel, 
a 
professional wiretap­ 
per. 
They were charged with con­ 
spiring here to tap illegally tele­ 
phones in the Detroit Teamsters 
building to find out w hat informa­ 
tion union subordinates were giv­ 
ing to official 
racket investiga­ 
tors. Conviction carried a m axi­ 
mum penalty of one year in jail 
and a $10,000 fine. 
The jurors began their deliber­ 
ations at 4 p.m. Wednesday and 
w ere dismissed at 12:50 a.m. to­ 
day. The trial began Nov. 22. 
U. S. Atty. Paul W. Williams 
told 
reporters: 
"There 
certainly 
will be another trial of this case 
and I shall try to have it brought 
to trial at the earliest practicable 
time.”

3. Don’t stop on the traveled portion <>f a roadway. If 
you must stop, pull off the road, leaving parking and dome 
lights on. Carry flares for emergency use. 
4. Have your car checked frequently. In darkness, immedi­ 
ate response of the vehicle is a tnmd. Double check all lights. 
5. Use headlights properly. Use upper beams only on ru­ 
ral highways when no approaching car is within 1,000 feet. 
I se lower beam when oncoming cars approach, when over­ 
taking another car, and \vh« n d ri\in g in cities and resi­ 
dential areas. 
6. Dim your lights, even though an oncoming driver fails 
to dim his. Trying t° RG even by blinding him is risking 
your neck. Maintain control of your car by looking at the 
rig h t shoulder of the highway.

In addition, traffic is heavier in the early twi­ 
light when workers are going home. Bad weather, haste, and 
holiday drinking also present extra holiday hazards to both 
pedestrians and drivers. 
“ If drivers continue to ‘Rack the Attack on Traffic Ac­ 
cidents’ by being extra careful when driving at night, Amer­ 
ica may have one of its safest and happiest Christm oses,” 
the Council said. 
“During the 
first 
three-quarters of this year traffic 
deaths dropped 3 per cent from tile same period for the pre­ 
vious year. If drivers can maintain this rate of Improvement, 
more than I.OOO lives can tie saved on the highway Mils year. 
To help reduce night driving accidents, the Council offers 
t!ie following suggestions: 
1, Slow down. Don’t regulate your Speed by posted limits 
alone. Speed must be governed by conditions, and darkness 
is s condition that (alls for caution. 
2. Be alert. Keep a constant watch for pedestrians and for 
vehicles with dim lights <»r no lights. 
.1. Don’t stop on the traveled portion o f a roadway. If 
you must stop, pull off the road, leaving parking and dome 
lights on. Carry flares for em ergency use. 
4. Have your car checked frequently. In darkness, immedi­ 
ate response of the vehicle is a must. Ihmble check all lights. 
5. Use headlights properly. I se upper beam* only on ru­ 
ral highw ays when no approaching cur is within I,(KIO feet. 
Use lower beam when oncoming cars approach, when over­ 
taking another car, and when driving in cities anet resi­ 
dential areas.
